The Constitution the U.S.S.R. 


take only one example: The Constitution the United 
Soviet Socialist Republics promises its people many rights, 
right rest and leisure. guarantees Article 125 
rights free speech, free press, “freedom assembly, 
the holding mass meetings, and freedom street 
processions and demonstrations,” and then the remarkable provi- 
added: 


These civil rights are ensured placing the disposal the 
working people and their organizations printing presses, stocks 
paper, public buildings, the streets, communication facilities, and 
other material requisites for the exercise these rights.

Human Rights the Declaration Independence 


American discussion will naturally start from the statement 
the Declaration Independence and should never tire 
the memorable phrases the Declaration: 


declare these truths self-evident that all men are 
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HUMAN RIGHTS AND EDUCATION

created equal, that they are endowed their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights, that among these are liberty, and the pursuit 
happiness, that secure these rights governments are instituted 


among men deriving their just powers from the consent the 
governed. 


Nor should overlook the right declared immediately after this: 


Whenever any form government becomes destructive 
these ends, the right the people alter abolish it, and 
institute new government laying its foundation such prin- 
ciple and organizing its powers such form them shall most 
likely effect their safety and happiness. 


The Constitution the United States was submitted the 
people for ratification without Bill Righs. The argument 
that the document was over-all protection was not acceptable, 
hence the insistence many states for specific statement 


rights, which constitute the Bill Rights ten 
amendments. 


The French Declaration Human Rights 


During the French Revolution the words our Declaration 
resounded and were studied. The French, too, wanted formulate 
the Rights Man, the early 1790’s there were two formula- 
tions the National Assembly and one Robespierre, that are 
similar some points our own Declaration. 1791 the 
National Assembly made Declaration Rights Man and 
Citizen: 


considering that ignorance, forgetfulness, contempt the rights 
man are the sole causes the public miseries and the 
corruption governments, have resolved set forth solemn 
declaration the natural, inalienable, and sacred rights man, 
order that this declaration, being ever present all the members 
the social may unceasingly remind them their rights 
their duties. (Great Expressions Human Rights, 
255). 


The first two declarations made all them were, the 


document states, “in the presence and under the auspices the 
Supreme Being” are: 


Men are born and remain free and equal rights. Social 
distinctions can based only upon public utility. 
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The aim every political association the preservation 
the natural and imprescriptible (note the word) rights man. 
These rights are liberty, property, security, and resistance 
oppression (p. 255). 


the Constitution 1793 this repeated. shall add 
here interesting definition liberty: 


Liberty the power that belongs man whatever 
not injurious the rights others; has nature for its principle, 
justice for its rule, law for its defense; its moral limit this 
maxim: not another that which you not wish should 
done vou (p. 263). 


The Nature Human Rights 


stated our own Declaration these rights are part the 
very nature are his nature, stamped were 
his mind and heart and conscience. They are not man-made, 
nor conferred governments but from the Great Lawgiver, the 
Maker the Universe and all that it, the Creator 
God Himself. This the meaning the Declaration that these 
human rights are endowed the Creator. The French very 
properly call them sacred. 


Eternal Vigilance Needed 


The French definition these rights imprescriptible 
well inalienable gives special emphasis another idea that 
these rights are “independent law custom” and cannot 
“justly taken away.” This addition the fact that the 
individual cannot give these rights. And they cannot sur- 
rendered lost deny them posterity. But governments 
which are often the guarantors and protectors these 
natural, sacred, inprescriptible, and inalienable rights Man 
are often the instrument their restriction, their denial, even 
their destruction. Eternal vigilance always the price liberty. 

One the things ought our guard against 
confusion these broad human rights inherent, imprescriptible, 
inalienable belonging man because his existence, his 
dignity, his place the Creation, whatever sanction confirms 
them; and political and civil, and even social and economic rights 
which grow out the particular human conventions, social con- 
tracts, constitutions which give form political economic 
society. The former are rights which are inviolable absolute 
monarch, fuehrer, other dictator democratic majority. The 
latter are matters agreements among men deriving their just 
powers from the consent the governed. 


Definition Rights and Duties 


Unfortunately the whole discussion strange confusion 
rights and obligations, without any clear distinction between 
rights and correlative obligations, nor there any clear concep- 
tion duty duties. right, Cahill says, defined 


moral power which person has and which other persons are bound 
respect, something retain something, exact something 
from another.

Surely there should confusion rights and duties, but 
there is, and good deal the contemporary 
turviness and the spiritual chaos due that confusion.

Education Right and Duty 


Education not the area rights, the area duty. 
the area free will which man may may not 
achieve his purpose, ultimate and mundane. the area 
compulsion which the State says the individual must have the 
interest the common welfare; and beyond area 
opportunities.

Closely related these rights will the process making 
them real, the process not merely having them, but enjoying 
them. Consequently education, not public education, not private 
education, but education the individual, helping him realize 
the source, sanction, and content these rights essential 
these rights are enjoyed. other words, the opportunity 
and the means for the development the whole man physical, 


moral, and spiritual for fullness and abundance 
life worthy his higher potentialities, the individual there 


must have education. But education not right; useful, 
the right kind, enable man save these rights and 
achieve their purpose helping man achieve his humanity. 


Education right discussed the Constitution the 
Union Soviet Socialist Republics; chapter ten read: 


Citizens the U.S.S.R. have the right education. 

This right ensured universal, compulsory elementary edu- 
cation; education, including higher education, being free 
charge the system state stipends for the overwhelming 
majority students the universities and colleges; instruction 
schools being conducted the native language, and the 
organization the factories, state farms, machine and tractor 
stations and collective farms free vocational, technical, and 
agronomic training for the working people (Article 121, Constitu- 
tion the Union Soviet Socialist Republics, 103). 


Education Universal Declaration Human Rights 


somewhat similar statement the relation education and 
human rights contained the Universal Declaration Human 
Rights the United Nations. Article 26, read: 


Everyone has the right education. Education shall free, 
least the elementary and fundamental stages. Elementary 
education shall compulsory. Technical and professional education 
shall made generally available and higher education shall 
equally accessible all the basis merit. 

Education shall directed the full development the 
human personality and the strengthening respect for human 
rights and fundamental freedoms. shall promote understanding, 
tolerance, and friendship among all nations, racial religious 
groups, and shall further the activities the United Nations 
for the maintenance peace. 

Parents have prior right choose the kind education 
that shall given their children. 


Catholic Declaration Human Rights 


The NCWC submitted draft Declaration Human 
Rights the Human Rights Commission the United Nations. 
These included many rights. Those relating education included 
among the Rights Human Persons: 


The right religious formation through education and association. 
The right education suitable for the maintenance and develop- 
ment man’s dignity human person. 


Under the Rights the Family was, 
The right educate the children. 
And under the Domestic Rights States, 


The require that its people receive education suitable 
fer citizenship. 
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The rights listed above are sense human rights the basic 
sense, nor are they rights that can made secure government 
except the parental right stated. Besides this confusion the 
meaning the word rights, the so-called rights themselves are 
too vague unenforceable law binding others because 
this vagueness. The rights parents (rather than the 
family) should have been more broadly stated view the 
incompetence, unwillingness, impracticability parents carry 
the actual education their children, their readiness 
delegate it. 


Learning About Human Rights 


Educational facilities every level within the capacity 
the student must provide opportunity learn the truths about 
human rights. 

The widest diffusion the knowledge the existence such 
rights, fuller meaning them than the repetition the phrases 
the Declaration should part all education the United 
States whether publicly privately supported. 


The Character the Government 


clear inference from this point that must teach the 
essential character government rather than the numerous inert 
facts about often taught schools. The basic truths 
should teach about government will indicated shortly. must 
emphasize means, not end itself. The social aims 
the preamble the Constitution must emphasized. They are 
the direct objectives our political life and they are phases 
man’s effort achieve the conditions the fulfillment and 
enrichment man’s nature and his destiny. This the purpose 
all social machinery including government, and all social 
structures well. 

not need abroad see government become 
Frankenstein. have only look our own country the past 
quarter century. And see, want see, how easy 
done should note World War the nonchalance with 
which the Congress the United States voted extraordinary war 
powers the President. This was practically abdication 
legislative power. have not learned certain basic lessons 
political life: 


Government exists for the welfare the governed. 

government laws rather than government men. 

really independent judiciary (no packed Supreme Courts) 
with high sense their function protectors individual rights. 

The greater safeguards are decentralization rather than 
centralization, with control power kept near the point where 
exercised. 

Greater emphasis legislatures rather than executive branch 
the government which the national level would make Teherans, 
Yaltas, and Potsdams impossible without legislative approval. 

Maintenance greater independence and sharper separation 
governmental powers, executive, judicial, and legislative. 

Public administration devoted exclusively faithful execu- 
tion the laws. 

That governmental power its nature, limited 
totalitarian not despotic not tyrannical. 

The revolutionary right when government becomes destructive 
its proper ends, alter abolish and institute new 
government laying its foundation such principles and organizing 
its powers such form them shall seem most likely effect 
their safety and happiness. 

10. Public officials are public servants. 
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This statement emphasizes the importance the eternal 
vigilance needed human rights are not only possessed 
but enjoyed and points our first relation human 
rights education. They are continual challenge and oppor- 
tunity education. 


Right What Kind Education? 


The grave problem that exists where education declared 
right what education? the United States defined 
the Supreme Court, basing its decision the natural law, 
this education not necessarily education taught public 
teachers, education which standardizes the children. The high 
duty defining this education those who nurture the child 
and direct his destiny. The language the Oregon decision 
follows: 


often heretofore pointed out, rights guaranteed the Con- 
stitution may not abridged legislation which has reasonable 
relation some purpose within the competency the state. The 
fundamental theory liberty upon which all governments this 
Union repose excludes any general power the state standardize 
its children forcing them accept instruction from public 
teachers only. The child not the mere creature the state; 
those who nurture him and direct his destiny have the right, 
coupled with the high duty, recognize and prepare him for 
additional obligations. 


The Kind Education Implied Human Rights 


Education itself not right. cannot conferred, nor can 
taken away from individual, nor can claimed. All 
that society government can provide the opportunities 
for education, create what Lester Ward called educational 
environment. Then the spirit listing where will may get 
education. There the old meaning the word “mystery” 
education. Different people the same situation react 
widely different ways. For some situation may matter 
indifference, for others may catalysmically affect their whole 
life giving new direction. Regimentation and uniformity are 
parts effective education. Education for totalitarian regimes, 
even some were beneficent would evil; only the free- 
dom the human spirit can there real education. Therefore 
our schools education recognizing the existence human 
rights will conform certain conditions 


will emphasize learning instead teaching. 

will provide the opportunity for self-activity, self-direction, 
and self-control. 

will provide for diversity talent, interest, and experience. 

will recognize moral order the universe which the 
school part. 

Catholic schools will recognize God, the giver human 
rights, Creator, Father and the Providence God. other schools 
they will give expression the faith that them regarding 
the Universe. 

will recognize the dignity each person without any 
adjective and make available all educational facilities each 
person according his capacity, his preparation, and training. 


Human Rights and Liberal Education 


the conception human rights man, independent 
government inherent, inalienable, imprescriptible, and sacred 
have basis for liberal education which has only been rarely 
averted to, all. this dignity man, maker govern- 
ments and school systems, that liberal education takes account 
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its central object and the fulfillment whose Purposes 
principally concerned. the human being achieving his 
humanity the community with other human beings 
mastery, self-direction, and self-control that makes education 
liberal. This anterior and superior all his vocations and 
activities which participates the community. Even these 
are judged the degrees which they enrich human personality 
this self-activity.

Political and Civil Rights 


There are certain other rights called political and civil rights 
which grow out the nature our society and 
both man-made. They are reinforcements the basic human 
rights and grow out recognition the dignity man. They 
differ their scope and their protection different societies and 
basing their just powers the consent the governed. our 
contemporary education three issues are closely related these 
political and civic rights. They relate so-called student rights, 
discrimination, and academic freedom. 


The School and Social Responsibility 


One the most significant characteristics education, partic- 
ularly colleges, new self-consciousness the parts 
students, new assertion their rights what they conceive 
their rights, and desire participate administration, help- 
ing decide the condition their educational destiny. 

There increasing recognition the part education admin- 
istrators and teachers the central place students the 
educational process, and consequent new emphasis learning 
place the old emphasis teaching. 

Students the college level have proposed student bill 
rights. Intrinsically this good thing, but instead being 
merely imitative the great documents political liberty and 
repeating loudly the weasel words contemporary discussion 
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they should study the purposes the institution which 
are part, and relate these rights the purposes the 
ization. Some will others will granted experience 


shows the students ready for them. have elsewhere given 


conception Student Bill Rights will not say more 
this time. 


Discrimination Schools 


fear good deal the discussion discrimination educa- 
tion was evilly inspired and was designed promote tension 
rather than alleviate it. There justification for discrimina- 
tion against human beings any the grounds prevalent 
our society. The remedy must come educative 
rather than social mandate legislative act. must learn 
live together living together the thoughts men are 
widened with the processes the sun. know, however, that 
the “Inevitable Progress” nineteenth-century social science 


self-deception. secure progress will secured only positive 


teaching based the great doctrines religion, the Fatherhood 
God, the Communion Saints, and the Mystical Body 
Christ, living faith the social community. 


Academic Freedom 


The other problem academic freedom. full discussion would 
take too far afield state the problem briefly. Academic 
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freedom essential the school freedom speech and 
press the general social life. interesting note the 
French statements this subject that the right stated with 
the limitation subject responsibility for the abuse this 
freedom: 


The free communication ideas and opinions one the most 

precious the rights man; every citizen then can freely speak, 

write, and print, subject responsibility for the abuse this 
freedom the cases determined law (p. 256).

The Teacher and Academic Freedom 


And dealing with current problem the President the 
Massachusetts Institute Technology has put the case well 


regarding fact often factor competent 
teachers: 


The Institute also wishes make clear that believes that 
the teacher, teacher, must free doctrinaire control 
originating outside his own mind. must free 
critical and objective his own way, and above all must work 
the clear daylight without hidden allegiances obligations which 
require him distort his research teaching accord with 
dictates from without. teacher were found subject 
improper outside control his teaching, the Institute would regard 
him incompetent (p. Primer Intellectual Freedom, Howard 
Mumford Jones). 


And the statement regarding teaching thus put the Pope: 


Norm Just Freedom 


This norm just freedom things scientific, serves also 
inviolable norm just freedom things didactic, for 
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rightly understood liberty teaching; should observed there- 
fore whatever instruction imparted others. Its obligation 
all the more binding justice when there question 
instructing youth. For this work the teacher, whether public 
private, has absolute right his own, but only such has 
been communicated him others. Besides every Christian 
child youth has strict right instruction harmony with 
the teaching the Church, the pillar and ground truth. And 
whoever disturbs the pupil’s faith any way, does him grave 
wrong, inasmuch abuses the trust which children place 
their teachers, and takes unfair advantage their inexperience 
and their natural craving for unrestrained liberty, once illusory 
‘and false (Readings the Philosophy Education, 427). 


Conflicts Science and Religion 


And word must said about the conflict between science 
and religion this connection. Following the summary fashion 
are using, quote Cardinal Newman’s solution: 


(The Catholic) sure, and nothing shall make him doubt, that 
chronologist, antiquarian, ethnologist, contradiction the 
dogmas faith, that point will eventually turn out, first, mot 
proved, secondly, not contradictory, thirdly, not contra- 
dictory any thing really revealed, but something which has 

been confused with revelation University, pp. 


Epilogue 


There is, short, vital meaning for education human rights, 
but not found the ballyhoo for human rights lumped with 
democracy, peace, justice, and every worthy abstract noun. 
more than catch phrase but requires thought and reflection. 
Its real meaning goes deep the very nature men and 
destiny worthy his origin; and has rich suggestion. 
the man with human rights, inalienable, imprescriptible, sacred, 
well rights growing out the social order, that through self- 
activity and self-direction will revealed himself education 
fulfilling the potential dynamism his nature full measure 
the measure the fullness the stature Christ.

TALKED over with Sister Fides, 
Divine Providence Sister teaching 
Holy Trinity School few blocks away, 
where some the children from our 
Negro mission attended.

The scenes that follow are too obvious 
narrate detail. They include the 
breakfast table Paul’s home, the Church 
steps after Mass, where Paul gets into 
fight with another boy, the classroom with 
the diminutive Sister pointing the day’s 
lesson the blackboard, which also 
brought bear upon the theme: the 
Mass!

“Use your magic glasses!” Then, realizing 
his duty child God God’s 
will rather than his own, would check 
his rising murmurs, apologize, show 
cheerful willingness and generosity, the 
occasion required, whether was the 
patrol boy lording over him, the teacher 
piling too much homework, his 
mother calling him from the game. Inter- 
mittently, used his magic 
glasses bring the test faith the 
situation, the scene shifted the angels 
the clouds selecting lovely jewel for 
his baptismal robe, and the last glimpse 
all was group lovely smiling 
angels admiring the richly adorned robe 
just after the evening family rosary 
Paul’s home. 

Though some instances the magic 
glasses were used where there was question 
avoiding sin, when the boys passed 
fruit stand (Sister arranged this attrac- 
tively the back her room and used 
the fruit for class treat afterward), still 
succeeded fairly well keeping the 
emphasis positive virtue conforming 
self-will the holy will God. 

Incidentally, the idea the magic 
glasses suggests almost infinite possibilities 
for whole series stories, plays, scena- 
rios. could used, for example, help 
children rise from the natural world 
the supernatural world, from 
spirit, their use creatures. Children, 
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course, live the senses and learn the 
love and goodness God through sense 
experiences. But they advance, educa- 
tion should lift them gently through the 
windows the senses the higher world 
spirit beyond. course they are able 
see far much farther the 
road than they are able travel.

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Audio-Visual Aids Education 


Audio-visual instruments are not all new 
gadgets, nor are they completely audio- 
visual, neither does their use imply throw- 
ing away the textbook, nor dispensing with 
the teacher. the contrary, they are the 
traditional devices that have always been 
used, but they are now employed the 
hands expert, and simply result 
better teaching. Every good teacher has 
already used many them. 

Endless the multitude sensory aids 
that can developed the ingenious 
teacher. the Office Education 
Bulletin, “Use Training Aids the 
Armed Services,” ten types teaching 
aids are cited: (1) textbooks and manuals; 
(2) bulletins, pamphlets, (3) 
training films and slide films; (4) pictures 
and graphic portfolios; (5) posters and 
illustrations: (6) maps and globes: (7) 
charts and diagrams; (8) special auditory 
aids: (9) real objects, models and “mock- 
ups” objects; and (10) sand tables and 
terrain models. 


Strange may seem, much the 


old equipment needs only revived 
renovated. Unquestionably, the black- 
board one the most useful visual aids 
the classroom. 

Bulletin boards ought the most 
vital teaching focus the room. The 
teacher might appoint committee 
responsible for the content. With few 
helpful suggestions the use colored 
paper and inks for writing and under- 
lining, the information can timely, and 
appealing the learner. versatile teacher 
can capitalize this opportunity 
provoke ideas, enrich vocabulary, build 
sentence structure, improve ability 
organize, teach minimum essentials such 
enunciation, pronunciation, 
capitalization, and word usage, and further 
the cause greater integration between 
subjects thereby breaking down construc- 
tively the traditional barriers.? 

Cartoons, comic strips, graphs, maps, 
globes, and pictures will produce eye- 
catching advertisement for any topic.

The Instructional Film 


During the past few years there has 
been rapid increase the use the 
instructional film the classroom. How- 
ever, far too frequently there still exists 
the idea that the teaching film still 
movie for entertainment. More and more 
teachers are making use the motion 
picture teaching device, due chiefly 
the availability many excellent films, 
and also because the increased number 
16mm. sound film projectors found 
the schools today. Perhaps the sound 
motion picture film the most abused 
all the audio-visual aids. Many admin- 
istrators accuse the teachers using films 
alibi for not teaching. some cases 
the instructors are not innocent guilt. 
Following are several basic principles 
observe showing film class: (1) 
the teacher all means should preview 
the film before showing it; (2) pupils 
should prepared for the film they are 
see; (3) general, films should 
shown class the regular classroom 
atmosphere rather than with all the stu- 
dents the school brought the audi- 
torium see the film; (4) the teacher 
should leave enough time after showing 
the film discuss it; (5) pupils should 
told advance some the important 
points look for the film;. (6) some 
films should shown more than once 
help pupils understand them better; (7) 
the teacher should aware that the film 
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aid making the teaching more direct 
and meaningful; (8) important for the 
teacher know how operate the projec- 
tor even though someone else may operate 
it; and (9) refer the film showing 
“instructional film” “educational 
film” rather than “movie” “show.” 
This will help maintain better class- 
room atmosphere for learning. 


Training Teachers for 


Audio-Visual Aids 


The best way train teachers use 
audio-visual aids train teachers with 
these aids. Thus the teacher will instinc- 
tively use aids they were used train- 
ing courses. However, this not sufficient 
since new aids are always the offering. 
training the staff the field. Following 
are suggested ways training teachers 
service: 

Encourage teachers take audio- 
visual courses that are offered the 
evenings and Saturdays college and 
university campuses. 

Teachers may attend national, state, 
and district conferences devoted audio- 
visual education. 

Teachers may visit schools where 
program audio-visual education suc- 
cessfully administered. 

Have some teacher who trained 
the use these aids hold meetings with 
the rest the staff give them instruc- 
tion their use. 

Someone trained audio-visual edu- 
cation could brought school give 
series lessons and demonstrations 
the use these aids. 


Concluding Statement 


conclusion wish stress three 
main points. First, not true that 
the teacher longer needed. Rather 
the audio-visual materials are aids and not 
substitutes they will supplement and not 
supplant the teacher. Just the 
astronomer was still needed when the 
telescope arrived, the teacher still must 
make the presentation, use questions 
arouse curiosity, and motivate the class. 
Second, all prewar teaching methods were 
not all wrong obsolete wasteful, but 
audio-visual aids are just one method 
designed improve teaching. Third, 
teachers must impart rich fund knowl- 
edge students living the world 
today, and this possible the utiliza- 
tion wide variety all types 
teaching aids.

One the significant aspects the 
recent Pastoral the Bishops the 
United States “The Child, Citizen 
Two Worlds” the emphasis and the 
stress placed the responsibility 
parents. The Bishops seemed continually 
return this subject the Pastoral 
unfolds. 

There the reiteration the point 
which the Church never ceases restate, 
namely, the primary responsibility the 
parent for the education his child, prior 
even any claim the state. course 
the basic point this repetition keep 
before the Catholics the country the 
danger the monopoly state education. 
One the basic concepts the Pastoral 
the fact that have made tremendous 
advances meeting the physical, emo- 
tional, and social needs the child but 
have not made the same advances 
meeting his moral and spiritual needs. 

may recall that the Pastoral points 
out that religion will help the child 
develop sense God, sense direc- 
tion, sense responsibility, and sense 
mission this life. urge these aims 
the Bishops again and again point out the 
responsibility the parents. 

Under the sense God, almost the very 
first thing the Bishops say that the 
parents should make early provision for 
their child’s growth God. This must 
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done the home and not postponed until 
the period the school. order 
this the parents should emphasize the 
home certain simple and prayerful prac- 
tices, such morning and evening prayers, 
grace before and after meals, the family 
Rosary, and short prayer each time the 
clock strikes and the making the Sign 
the Cross. 

correct the present tendency the 
world, that God rather than self will 
occupy the center life “is one the 
most challenging tasks facing parents” and 
meeting this challenge the parents should 
use strong supernatural motivation which 
should drawn from the life Christ. 
The parents should see that the home life 
offers frequent opportunities for acts 
self-denial. The education the home 
should one with the education the 
school. Any difference between the two 
results only spiritual havoc. The 
Church, course, always stands ready 
with her material and spiritual resources 
help the parents. Necessarily parents 
will take advantage the God-centered 
education which Catholic schools offer. 
The rights religious education for 
dependent children asserted. Whether 
the child under the care the state 
under the voluntary agencies mercy 
should have the opportunity reli- 
gious instruction. 

Under the sense direction, the Bishops 
reiterate the point that the Church, family, 
and the school should all work together 
and each play its part. order give 
this spiritual direction parents are expected 
see that they make use the helps 
provided the Church and inspire 
the child daily love for service God. 
The home must give good example 
Christian living. Any difference between 
the home and the school brought out 
whether religious home and non- 
religious school nonreligious home and 
religious school. the latter case, the 
difficulties are compounded. close asso- 
ciation between the home and the school 
should maintained parents and 
school authorities. The purpose such 
association the Bishops say the welfare 
the child and not may noted 
practice, the raising money. 

The parental responsibility not only 
responsibility the father too. The 
Bishops say that the father and mother 
have natural competence instruct their 
children with regard Church and they 
are not ordinarily opposed instruction 
schools. giving the child right direc- 
tion parents should carefully regulate the 
company and the hours which their chil- 
dren keep and supervise their reading and 
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the radio and television programs available 
them. 

Under the third heading the Bishops 
wrote that common complaint registered 
against the home and the school that 
they not strengthen the child’s sense 
responsibility. This very definitely 
parental responsibility and the home 
training the child reverence, responsi- 
bility, and accountability God. Perform- 
ing chores sense responsibility that 
should cultivated the home. Parents 
should encourage the practice nightly 
confession. Under the sense mission, 
the responsibility the 
pletely dedicating himself the service 
God regulated whatever occupation 
undertakes, but such emphasis placed 
religious vocation and the responsibility 
parents and teachers help the child 
choose and follow calling for which 
fitted and which would help him best 
serve God, and the Bishops say the 
vocation religion there challenge 
the generosity American parents and 
their responsibility co-operating with 
the children fulfilling such mission.

recent health institute, unit, treating 
audio-visual aids nutrition project for 
primary grades, was developed several 
teachers our primary department. Surpris- 
ingly enough, was found that this field was 
not deluged with material. Indeed, material 
really primary level was scarce. Those 
who are need such materials may appre- 


ciate the findings here presented. The subject

Visual aids illustrating “The Sources 
Food.”

nutrition unit, based the farm, 
explaining how audio-visual aids 
were used effectively.) 


few days before the work the nutri- 
tion unit was begin, the children were 
asked bring class all the pictures from 
food advertisements found the current mag- 
azines. This aroused natural curiosity, 
they were not told why these pictures were 
needed. Monday morning, when the chil- 
dren came school, they saw bulletin board 
arranged with some the pictures and the 
caption “Where get it?” Other pictures 
were made into flash cards and arranged about 
the room. Immediately some the children 
made connection between the bulletin board 
and model farm that had appeared for the 


time the corner the classroom. 


lively discussion about the source food 
brought forth many responses. was gratify- 
ing find the correlation between religion 
and daily life. God made all food because 
made all things was the general answer the 
question the bulletin board. Then when 
the immediate source was discussed became 
evident that the grocery store, the bakery, and 
the butcher shop loomed high each child’s 
mind. However, when they thought milk, 
most them readily said that milk comes 
from the cows and cows were farms. This 
was the point from which the project devel- 
oped. 

Using the model farm starting point, 
the class studied the different buildings, 
learned their names and uses. The words 
were presented the blackboard and with 
flash cards. Next the animals, their names, 
food supplied them, and their eating habits 
were discussed. larger set animal stand- 
ups from the California Dairy Advisory Board 
and pictures from animal picture books were 
used illustrate each animal. Cards were 
made with the word names the animals 
and the blackboard drill helped insure 
ready recognition. 

Finally the farmer and his work were the 
center attention. All became interested 
that trip the farm would have proved 
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ideal, but that was impossible the visual 
aids had supply the answers the many 
questions asked. 

Two motion pictures produced En- 
cyclopedia Britannica Films were shown 
the class. These were “Spring the Farm” 
and “Summer the Farm.” (The other two 
films completing this set are “Fall the 
Farm” and “Winter the Farm.”) Many 
the terms the children had learned from their 
flash cards and board drill now became very 
useful their discussion the films. Even 
the lunch period became part the project 
for such remarks as: have apple. 
comes from the farm,” “My carrot comes 
from the farm” were heard. One boy was 
very worried because his cookies didn’t come 
from the farm. Another first grader said, 
“Well, your mother uses flour make cook- 
ies, and flour comes from the farm.” 

This farm unit was ideal for making cor- 
relations. The religion lesson provided re- 
view creation and then gave the little ones 
chance appreciate the providence God. 
The grace before and after meal was ex- 
plained. 

The reading unit the primer Fun With 
Dick and Jane was used the same time 
the nutrition unit. Also little booklets, Our 
Food, from The California Dairy Advisory 
Board and Eat and Grow from the General 
Mills Co. were used supplementary work. 
The flash cards, too, were useful the 
phonetic analysis. For example, the children 
found all the words that began like “come” 
“can.” 

During the singing periods the idea the 
farm was also carried out. The American 
Singer, Book One, has fine section the 
farm. The children liked especially the song 
“Feeding the Animals.” was noticed that 
the words were practically the same their 
reading vocabulary, chart was made 
tag board. Large paper dolls were used 
figures and the animals were from picture 
books. The words the song were then 
printed bold black letters and every child 
felt encouraged because could read his own 
song. (It was noticeable that the entire school 
became interested the first grade project 
and pictures and books came from the 
older children.) The nursery songs also sup- 
plied fine material for this unit. “Oats, Peas, 
Beans, and Barley Grow,” “Old Mac Donald,” 
and “Shall Show You How the Farmer?” 
were favorites. 

Writing and art correlated well with this 
unit. The unit culminated the making 
farm booklet. This included outline coloring, 
circle figures (kitten and hen), freehand draw- 
ing (wheat), and manuscript printing (cap- 
tions). 

The language was also incorporated. Toward 
the end the unit the children were able 
come the charts and identify the sources 
various foods. They made complete sen- 
tences. For example: “This picture 
meat. Cows (lambs, pigs) give meat. They

Perhaps the most helpful visual aid used 
was The Farmer’s Friends chart. was used 
realize the objectives set the begin- 
ning the unit.

The Sis- 
ters the cafeteria and the school yard 
co-operated giving the names all those 
who ate well-balanced meals. The parents ob- 
served the improvement home.

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The children found that some foods made 
them grow, some gave energy, while others 
were bone builders.

These various phases subtraction where 
the minuend fraction the larger are set 
one after the other that one can see the 
gradual development the concept, from the 
simpler stages the more complex. Within 
each set, phase, the four examples show 
some slight differences aspect, taking 
mainder fraction that needs reduction, and 
then one that does, and with some slight in- 
crease difficulty numbers from one 
four. teacher will study these stages 
development, and apply whichever method 
subtraction she teaches she will find that 
teaching each these types succession 
with much practice each, the process where 
the subtrahend the larger will lose much 
its terrors.

The problem definitely Christian con- 
cern; paramount importance the 
educational structure because the very 
nature Christian education. 


The questions human right and human 
polarities.” One opposition between those 
who believe the natural law 
who not. great difficulty recon- 
cile these views secure co-operation 
practical level. 


The confusion, Msgr. Hochwalt con- 
tinues, really begins with the point 
which philosophies begin. The Christian 
philosopher starts with God, and having 
accepted God the Creator the human 
race accepts likewise that has charged 
man with obligations arising from his per- 
sonal dignity, from his immortal destiny, 
and from his relationships social 
being. These obligations are reference 
the Creator, himself, his family 
and fellow men, the State, and the 
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community states. For the fulfillment 
these obligations man endowed with 
certain natural inalienable rights. These 
obligations and rights form the substance 
the natural moral law which can 
known reason. One the greatest 
points this philosophical belief the 
conception that obligations and rights are 
correlative, for all times the obligation 
respect the rights others operates 
against the arbitrary use rights. 


Even the voices Catholic educators are 
muted the struggle for human liberty and 
fundamental freedoms. Msgr. Hochwalt says: 


Let for moment look the in- 
tellectual leadership that educators are 
capable this struggle present most 
convincingly the arguments for the rights 
men. When speak professionally 
political scientists our voices are not 
diminished, our professional stature not 
easily dismissed; but the ordinary prose- 
cution our daily tasks, the Christian 
voice very often muted beyond hearing 
beyond recognition. Why should this 
involved the humdrum housekeeping 
Christian life and Christian teaching that 
lose our sense perspective, spending 
all our time converting the converted, 
leaving the market place and the battle 
dissenting voices others less blessed 
and less endowed than are we. Where are 
the mission voices that once cried the 
virtues Christ and His faith? Are they 
modulated now polite discussions behind 
closed doors the safety atmosphere 
that once cozy and stagnant? the 
Pauline mission had been limited the 
arena polite persiflage and friendly 
bickering, the early Church would have 
deteriorated into mutual admiration 
society destined obscurity 
rejection. What saying, course, 
that very often our Christian teachers 
are highly respected certain esoteric 
circles but all too often have little in- 
fluence the larger arena where the battle 
for human rights must fought and won. 


Bishop O’Hara Dissents 


Hardly had Msgr. Hochwalt’s voice died 
out the arena the Cleveland Archdiocese 
before voice dissent was heard. was 
the voice Bishop John 
Buffalo. said: 


The world has parliament today, but 
its tongue its cheek. dare not 
mention God. proclaims the lofty pur- 
pose maintaining peace and justice and 
establishing human rights, yet excluded 
the Source Justice and the Author 
Rights. The Declaration Human Rights 
adopted the United Nations General 
Assembly December 10, 1948, makes 
mention the Source Rights its 
wordy rights hanging 
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the air, were; the contrary, 
reveals its statism when says, the 
eighth article: “Everyone has the right 
effective remedy competent national 
tribunals for acts violating fundamental 
rights granted mark the words 
Law.” 

The thirty articles this Declaration 
Human Rights are strange hodgepodge 
compromises and appeasements. Some 
the articles can mean little nothing 
some the nations that approved them. 
The boy Lincoln, brightening his fire with 
spice wood read his Bible, would have 
had little patience with this document. 
fact, might have spared his spice wood 
and used the Declaration light his 
reading the Sermon the Mount. 


Clare Boothe Luce Communication 
and Human Rights 


Bishop speech was the first 
the afternoon session which was the form 
civic reception. The local authorities 
welcoming the delegates and particularly the 
superintendent the public schools, Dr. 
Mark Shinnerer, who was especially gra- 
cious, showed fine spirit, and expressed 
warm tribute the diocesan superintendent 
schools, Rt.

Two 
other speeches were delivered during 
first afternoon after excellent musical 
interlude.

The great machine television, 
motion pictures, newspapers and maga- 
unwittingly being used de- 
stroy human rights and dignity and 
Catholic educators must fight the 
rialistic who direct them. 

But now, watchman night, 
Catholic educators, how have you fared 
the battle against human dignity that 
rages man’s third world, where the 
enemy attacks his emotions 
and vulgarizing his human sensibilities 
subtly undermines his sense human 
rights? 

Nowhere this indirect onslaught 
human rights more terrible than right here 
tional machine more powerful because in- 
formal: radio, television, motion pictures, 
magazines, newspapers, ahead the news 
and behind the news 

does not defend human rights be- 
cause does not give primacy human 
values. 


Father Murray Democracy 


The third speaker the civic reception 
was Father John Courtney Murray, S.J., who 
becoming perennial this program.

self-sufficient man, who regards himself 
sole architect his own freedom, single 
author the values that govern his life, 
ultimate judge right and wrong, true 
and false contemporary ideology 
most vocal its assertions human 
rights and most sincere its aspirations 
toward freedom. 

And the fatal results ignorance God 
and its devastating social effects were 
indicated: 

does not deny God, but surely 
ignores Him. Surely this fatal ignorance 
being installed the center the 
democratic idea, fatal corruption. 
Ignorance God has acquired status 
public law. woven into the natural 
mores. socially accredited institu- 
tions. The man ignorant God has be- 
come social type and his ignorance 
socially transmitted multitude 
social mechanisms, not least perhaps 
the central institution education. The 
democracy which owed its spir- 
itual insight now trusts its future 
spiritual ignorance. 

And showing striking language the sig- 
nificance the laity the Church and 
American society, continued: 

“The Church,” said Pius XII with all 


the boldness one who 
truth, “is the vital principle human 
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society.” the Church, here means 
the Christian laity, who, says, not 
simply belong the Church, but are the 
Church doctrinal statement which finds 
little institutional echo 
clericalized American 
The Church the soul human 
society, its animating principle, the living 
source its freedom the fore- 
man people which lay and Christian 
and free, lay Christian manner, Chris- 
tian lay style, free with lay Christian 
freedom. Such people, can save society 
and its freedom, redeem the promise 
the Great Hope, carry the Great Experi- 
ment new liberating achievements. 

any event, however limited the 
ciency the school, can still make 
very real and very necessary contribution 
the formation free Christian people. 
can teach the idea Christian free- 
dom, can itself apprenticeship 
Christian freedom. 

The Christianization the modern 
commonwealth must effected from the 
bottom up—by men the world who 
live the Church and wield only the 
sword the spirit; they must carry the 
Gospel the people and the Church 
the world, bring the 
Church and State, into harmony 
order, under reciprocal respect for each 
other’s freedom. 

The school can teach, first that man 
free because the image God. Hu- 
man freedom sacred because has sacred 
origin. And its sacredness preserved 
the price discipline the discipline that 
man freely imposes himself from 
within, because his reverence for him- 
self, which demands that true 
action the divine image stamped upon 
his nature. 


The Attorney General’s Speech 


The final speech the convention was 
made the distinguished Attorney General 
the United States, Howard McGrath. 
The subject was American freedom and 
human rights. spoke “one who has 
been public life for many years and 
now privileged the chief law enforce- 
ment officer the United States.” was 
frankly international spirit and somewhat 
legal. emphasized the points view 
the United Nations and its agencies. There 
was effort apply the matter educa- 
tion indeed the assigned topic did not 
require it. Some the passages emphasizing 
Mr. McGrath’s main points were: 

American freedom disappears, human 
rights everywhere will disappear. Con- 
versely, human rights are permitted 
die elsewhere the world, American 
freedom may soon 

The Declaration Human Rights made 
the General Assembly the United 
Nations must continue the yardstick 
for the attainment freedom. 

becomes almost rhapsodic 
Declaration though elsewhere regrets 
that nowhere the preamble there any 
reference Divine Providence: 

What significant that today 
Americans have accepted the principle that 
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reason our agreeing the United 
Nations Declaration Human Rights, 
have legal well moral concern 
for the freedom people everywhere. 
hardly necessary for indicate 
you the importance the international 
stupendous milestone human relations 
and will serve further strengthen the 
democratic way life. Although only 
blueprint the house peace yet 
built, was colossal step the progress 
toward world tranquillity. was historic 
achievement. sensitive and human 
document, written tone morality, 
conviction, spiritual elevation, and keen 
insight. 
Other important statements Mr. Mc- 
Grath were: 


Equally momentous the recognition 
the nations the world that men are 
governed rule law and not 
the whims any individual group 
individuals. Law made the guide 
man’s action. Only the written law, which 
has been defined finding human 
reason promulgated for the common good, 
can preserve human rights and liberties. 
That impliedly presupposes obedience 
the law God found such human 
reason. The conscience mankind in- 
spired divine revelation, and the effort 
free people the world establish 
international rule law must hand 
hand.... 

not amiss point out that the 
Catholic Church has always taught that 
international bill rights the ir- 
reducible guarantee “unity, peace. and 
prosperity, law, justice, and tranquillity.” 
[As matter fact, the success the 
campaign produce the international bill 
rights can mainly attributed the 
efforts the religious forces the 
country. was through such forces that 
public opinion was roused and molded 
provide the pressure needed attain the 
official expressed recognition such rights 
the international organization the 
United Nations. this program, 
happy say, the Catholic Church played 
very prominent part.] 

Lofty this Declaration Human 
Rights is, only the first hurdle 
the path progress man’s effort 
solve the great and endless problem 
human freedom. will become meaningless 
unless implemented practical applica- 
tion. proposed draft Covenant 
Human Rights has already been made. This 
Covenant Human Rights, when finally 
ratified treaties between nations, will 
constitute tangible proof definite prog- 
ress. Let pray for its ratification 
all nations. 


the main theme the convention 
there were some significant discussions the 
departmental meetings, particularly the 
seminary, the secondary and the elementary 
departments. 


Bishop Hoban Justice Holmes 


the seminary section Bishop Hoban, 
speaking the significance the personal 
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opinions judges decisions, made 
severe arraignment the juridic positivism 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. Bishop 
Hoban said: 


There are many people, even high 
offices, who either deny the 
God, act there were God. This 
school, which denies God-given rights, has 
gained many adherents. 


Most Rev. John O’Hara, 
Bishop Buffalo, who addressed the 
Opening meeting. 


Some symptoms approaching disorder 
are quite evident the epidemic moral 
corruption and widespread crime which 
now raging our country. 

Bishop Hoban hit what 
“theory juridic positivism, that the state 
absolute, supreme entity, exempt from 
all control and criticism, and reducing man 
mere creature the state”: 


The late Supreme Court Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes probably the most 
prominent and influential exponent this 
school. 

Holmes’ greatest claim fame that 
not only embraced false principles 
juridic positivism, but was logical enough 
draw inferences and conclusions. 

Holmes rejected all traditional moral 
principles set emotional prejudices. 
considered physical force the essence 
all law. rejected the idea natural 
law product mere wishful thinking. 

The fatal ideas Holmes are being 
popularized. some circles regarded 
great American. But time will bear 
out, and his writings prove, that Justice 
Holmes was arch enemy our Ameri- 
can way life. 

did not believe that God endowed 
creatures with certain inalienable rights. 
did not believe government for the 
people. His ideas, applied everyday 
life, will lead and 
disaster. 

Allow Judge Holmes speak for him- 
self from his works: think that the 
sacredness human life purely munici- 
pal idea validity outside the juris- 
diction. see reason for attributing 


man significance different kind 
from that which belongs baboon 
grain sand.” 
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Pointing the United Nations, Bishop 
Hoban said that some its discussions “are 
suggestive new Babel where confusion 
clear knowledge the true, divine spiritual 
origin man and society.” 


Modern misconceptions human rights 
are built upon framework 
sophically false postulates. Hitler was the 
great exponent -juridic positivism and 
state absolutism. 

Stalin today has the same concept 
human beings and human rights. That 
why shall never reach any satisfactory 
understanding with him concerning human 
rights. 

the secondary school department, Father 
Robert Hartnett, S.J., talked the 
“Catholic Church and Human Rights 
Secondary Education.” The importance 
his discussion indicated his first sen- 
tence: “To begin with, would like say 
that many ways high school education 
seems form the backbone our 
Catholic educational system.” And his con- 
cluding sentence, “The crucial period the 
development the human person, think, 
comes during adolescence. That’s when his 
attitude toward human rights takes shape. 
The connection between secondary education 
and the teaching the Church human 
rights therefore extremely close.” After 
showing the rapid expansion our Catholic 
high school education and its repercussions 
American opinion public school people, 
discusses human rights the elementary 
school. His basis the 1942 Christmas mes- 
sage Pope Pius XII. then discusses 
the human rights:

and various forms civic activity 
through public service officers govern- 
ment. The second type responsibility 
relates non-political conduct, which 
covers the whole range economic, social, 
and cultural life. 

discrimination Father Hartnett said: 

There just one question have not 
touched which many will expect 
touch on. That the question racial 
discrimination. 
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have strong convictions this sub- 
ject. I’ve never seen any discussion 
human rights, education anywhere 
else, which said that such and such human 
rights belonged white people only. 
Everything have said applies every 
child God, without shadow distinc- 
tion regard color. 

third paper Dr. Edward Fitzpatrick 
“Human Values and Education,” before 
the elementary school department belongs 
this discussion.

Fortunately there were many meetings that 
were not concerned with “human rights” nor 
were forcing the discussion their problems 
into the Procrustean mold “human rights” 
undefined and unspecified, and frequently 
hodgepodge where was discussed. There 
were such discussions missions, adult edu- 
cation, panels registrars and college 
presidents, the deaf, and vocations. the 
other hand, the secondary schools department 
with two general speeches human rights 
secondary, one which did discuss the sub- 
ject and the other did not, the specific meet- 
ings were held under the topics: The Christian 
Family and Human Rights Education; The 
Curriculum and Human Rights Education;

boon, and the college teachers could helped 
more them attended the exhibits. Nor 
must forget that income from the exhibits 
makes possible the annual meeting.

The same confusion that existed the dis- 
cussion the convention human rights 
revealed the amazing resolutions human 
rights. this may applied the words 
Bishop O’Hara designating the Declaration 
Human Rights—a hodgepodge. Here, de- 
clared imprescripible and unalienable, 
are rights classified lawyers, perfect 
imperfect, preventive remedial, absolute 


-or qualified. easy say that God 


omnipotent Creator could anything, but 
impart Him anything and everything that 
man “cooks” “messes” just push- 
ing good thing little too 
keeping mind man’s free will and original 
sin.

Among such 
basic, inalienable, imprescriptible rights are in- 
cluded the following: 

The right worship accordance with 
conscience 

The right freedom expression and 
communication accordance with truth 
and justice

those true human rights which God has 
given man.
